President Wilson at his cabinet meeting this afternoon will 


shape the last details which will mean the entry of the United 
States into the conflict in some fashion which will be decided by 


Hollweg. defiant, weak and misleading in his argument, cast 


attidt aU doubt of actual hostilities between the United States and 
ftmrmany, and it is considered by experts to determine President 
Wilson to put forciby up to congress that the United States must 
take a full part in the struggle. 


The cabinet and President Wilson will shape the details in the 


resident's "war message" today. The main thought of it — strong 
defense of American rights— according to anthorties has been 
cr.vHtulized long since. 


That the President is rapidly planning some form t>f univer- 


sal military training is the view of authorities who have closely 
followed the events in the case. President Wison himself favors 
some form of universal military training. 


The pacifists in congress will be literally swamped by a pa- 


triotic wave Monday, according to uncritical canvas today. Con- 
gress will stand behind President Wilsen's program to the las* 
ditch.

The cabinet and President Wilson will shape the details in the
